— Area bounded by a line starting from a point, on the Taluka 
boundary of Mawal running in the Eastern direction along the Southern bank of 
the river Indrayanl and the Dehu Road Cantonment boundary unto a point on 
North-East corner n?ar Nalla in Survey No. 186 of village Kinhai, thereafter 
turning in Southern direction along the Nalla boundary upto a point on North- 
East comer of Survey No. 22 Kinhai, thereafter turning in Southern direction 
along the Eastern Boundaries of S. Nos. 23. 48, 63 of Kinhai upto a point on the 
South West corner of Survey No. 82 of Kinhai, then turning in the Eastern 
direction along the Southern boundary of Survey No. 82 of Kinhai, then along 
the Southern side of the road leading to village Chincholi upto the junction of 
C.O.D. and M.E.S. loop roads, then running South-West along the Western side 
of road upto a point on Southern side of Bombay Poona Road junction, then 
turning in Western direction upto a point on Northern side of New Bombay 
Poona Road near Petrol Pump, then running in Western direction along New 
Bombay Poona Road upto a point on the Western side of Survey No. 28-A of 
village Kivale, then running in North East direction upto R point near Railway 
Goods Office, then running In North West along the Central Railway fence upto 
a point on Northern side of Survey No. 71 of Kinhai, then running South West 
unto a point on the Southern side of Survey No. 71 of Kinhai. then running in 
Western direction along Northern side of Bombav Poona Road upto a point of 
the Southern side of Survey No. 79 of village Kinhai, then turning North East 
upto a noint on Northern boundary of Survey No 79 of Kinhai, then turning in 
North West upto a point at the North East corner of Survey No. 502 of village 
Talcgaon Dabhade, then running in Northern direction terminating at the sta^'ne 
point. 

Ward No. III . — Area bounded bv a line starting from a point at the junction 
of Bombay Aundh Road and Bombay Poona Road, running in Eastern direction 
along the North side of Bombav Poona Road unto a point on Southern side of 
Survey No. 71 of Kinhai, then turning in North East direction upto a noint on 
Northern side of Survey No. 71 of Kinhai, then running in South East direction 
along the Railway line upto a point near Railway Goods Office, then turning 
South West upto a point on the Western side of Survey No. 28-A* or village 
Kivale near New Bombav Poona Road, then along the Eastern boundary of Survev 
No. 29 of Kivale upto the North East corner of Survev No. 30 of KivaV then 
turning South-Wesi unto the North East corner of Survev No. 31 of Kivale, 
then turning North West along the North side of Survev Nos. 31 and 32 then 
upto the Northern corner of Survev No. 37 of village Mamurdi, then turning in 
Northern direction along Eastern side of Aundh Bombay Road upto the junction 
terminating at the starting point. 

Ward No. IV . — Area bounded by a line starting from a point from the junction 
of the Aundh Road and Bombay Poona Road on the Southern side of Survev 
No, 85 O" village Kinhai. running in Southern direction along the Eastern side of 
Bombav Aundh Road unto a noint on the Northern corner of Survey No. 37 of 
Mamurdi, then turning South East upto a point on the North West corner of 
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Survey No. 32 of Kivale, then along the Northern sides of Survey Nos. 32 and 31 of 
Kivale upto the North East corner of Survey No. 31 Kivale, then going in North 
East direction upto the South East corner of Survey No. 29 of Kivale, then run- 
ning along the Eastern boundary of Survey No. 29 of Kivale, upto a point on the 
Northern side of New Bombay Poona Hoad, then turning in Eastern direction along 
the Northern boundary of Bombay Poona Hoad upto the overbridge, then turning 
in Eastern direction upto Cantonment boundary pillar No, 30 on the Southern side 
of New Bombay Poona Road, running South West along the Cantonment boundary 
upto Cantonment boundary pillar No. 31, then turning South West upto the Canton- 
ment boundary pillar No. 32, oir the Western side of Aundh Bombay Poona Road, 
then along the Cantonment boundary touching Cantonment boundary pillars Nos. 33, 
34 then turning North West upto the Cantonment boundary pillar Nos. 35, 36, 37, 
then running North East upto the starting point. 

Ward No. V. — Area hounded by a line stalling from a point on North East 
corner of Survey No. 186 of Kinhal, going in Eastern direction along the Southern 
boundary of Indrayani river upto Cantonment boundary pillar No. 1 then running 
in North East direction along the Cantonment boundary touching Cantonment 
boundary pillars Nos. 2, 3, 4, then turning in North East along Cantonment boun- 
dary upto Cantonment boundary pillar No. 5, then turning in Southern direction 
upto a point on North East corner of Survey No. 225 of Dehu, then in Eastern 
direction uplo the North East corner of Survey No. 226 of Dehu Road, then in 
SouLhern direction along the Eastern boundaries of Survey Nos. 226, 227, 228, 230, 
231 and 251 of Dehu upto the South West corner of Survey No. 379 of Dehu, then 
turning in Eastern direction along the Southern boundary and upto the South East 
corner of Survey No. 379 of Dehu Ihen turning South West along the Western side 
of the road from village Dehu to Poona upto a point at the Junction near Station 
Parade Ground on the Southern side of the road leading to D.A.D. No. 1 and Dehu

upto a point on the other side of New Bombay Poona road near the over bridge,
